That the faid Grand Comiſfioners, and Farmers of Liberty sf 
Conſcience, may have Power to build Churches and Chappels in 
any place, or places, except upon ſuch Ground where Churches 
or Chappels do already ſtand, in regard of the Inconvenience of
